FROM THE 
BISHOP'S 
DESK

The outstanding event in my life in 
the past month was the consecration of 
the Rev. Norman Landon Foote to be 
the Missionary Bishop of Idaho. He was 
consecrated at St. Michael's Cathedral in 
Boise in a service in which ten Bishops 
participated. The Presiding Bishop was 
the Consecrator, and Bishops Rhea and 
Horstick of Eau Claire, were co-con- 
secrators. A helpful, winsome, and ex- 
ceedingly practical sermon was preached 
by Bishop Gesner of South Dakota. The 
service was televised. The justification 
offered was that the film would have 
great pedagogical value especially in the 
rural sections. Communicants there would 
naturally have deep interest in the set- 
ting apart of one whose life had been 
dedicated to the education of men for 
service in the country, and who has en- 
deared himself to many of the younger 
clergy as well as to neighbors of all com- 
munions in and about Roanridge. One 
could not but regret having to step over 
cables in the chancel and the necessary 
use of a large camera and its operator 
between the choir stalls and the com- 
munion rail. The brilliant lights are them- 
selves distracting and make it very dif- 
ficult to read the Prayer Book text. Other- 
wise the service was moving and intimate 
and seemed to make a great impression 
upon an overflow congregation of whom 
almost all had never before witnessed 
the consecration of a Bishop in the Church 
of God. 


At the luncheon and dinner we enjoyed 
a happy fellowship with Churchmen from 
all over the Province. I was especially 
grateful to meet some of the farmers and 
their wives from Missouri who wished 
to share this great day in the life of their 
pastor and dear friend. The return trip 
was for me no aid to the development of 
of Christian character. Fog did not permit 
my return plane to leave Spokane. We 
waited for four hours in the hotel lobby 
and then two hours more at the airport 
before we could leave for San Francisco. 
Although it was no one’s fault, it is end- 
lessly frustrating to spend six hours as 
aimlessly. 


ORDINATIONS NOTED 


The new year has been marked by or- 
dinations on sucessive Saturdays. Note- 
worthy was the presence of the Rev. E. 
Edmund Nixon who came to preach the 
sermon when his son became a priest. 
St. Aidan’s Mission provided an intimate 


and charming setting for this service of 


great solemnity and simple beauty. In 
accordance with our custom, the Rev. 
Thomas Chesterman was ordained at 
Grace Cathedral, his ‘parish’ church, and 
the Rev. Dean Underwood at Trinity 
Church, Hayward. Since he had become a 
postulant from St. Luke’s Church, San 
Francisco, the Rev. Richard Engeseth was 
ordained in that parish. 

The 1957 Diocesan Convention was 
unique in many ways. It set the pattern 
for the resignation of the two Bishops 
even though it will be almost two years 
before these eventuate. I am increasingly 
confident that the rule of the Church is 
sound in requiring the withdrawal of 
Bishops from active service at the age of 
seventy-two. The physical, mental, and 
spiritual demands upon the life of a 
Bishop in the Church of our day require 
a degree of vigor, sense of adventure, and 
unrelieved pressure which few men of the 
age involved, possess. No one but a con- 
firmed egotist believes that anyone is in- 
dispensable. A Diocese needs change in 
personnel in a changing order; new 
strategy, new methods, and the dedication 
of gifts that gain their effectiveness often 
from difference in personality. I am grate- 
ful indeed that the Convention has per- 
mitted us to have a bishop co-adjutor for 
a several month’s period until about 
Christmas 1958 when my resignation be- 
comes effective. This body also agreed to 
elect delegates to General Convention 
one year ahead of the customary date. 
Such procedure is becoming fairly uni- 
form, judging from reports in the Church 
press, and should be most helpful in se- 
curing discriminating appointments and 
excellent anticipatory study of matters 
deserving thoughtful consideration before 
General Convention records its decisions 
in our substantive law. I was especially 
grateful for the reports on our institu- 
tions which came within the business 
hours of our annual gathering. But to my 
mind the chief glory was the Diocesan 
dinner. Seldom, if ever, have we had a 
more interesting and profitable evening. 
The address of Assemblyman John Bust- 
erud, the illustrated talk of the Rev. Dr. 
James Pritchard on his outstanding ex- 
cavations in Israel, and the charming and 
almost poetic soliloquy of Mrs. Sherman 
Johnson which concluded the program, 
established a standard of excellence which 
it will be difficult indeed to maintain in 


future years.

Bishops Plan Retirement 


Request for the election of a Bishop 
Coadjutor for the Diocese of California, 
made by Bishop Block during the course 
of his annual address, was acted upon 
by the Diocesan Convention in January, 
which set the regular Convention in 
January, 1958, as the time for the new 
Bishop's election. Bishop Block's request 
was made after he revealed that both he 
and Bishop Shires are required by the 
canons of the church to retire in 1958, 
Bishop Block in December of that year, 
and Bishop Shires in September. Bishops 
of the church are required to retire within 
three months after passing their 72nd 
birthday. 


Citing the inconvenience and confusion 
which might prevail if the diocese waited 
until after his retirement to elect his 
successor, Bishop Block also stressed the 
advantages to the new Bishop in having 
several months for “fellowship and in- 
doctrination” at the beginning of his in- 
cumbency. A Bishop Coadjutor succeeds 
automatically to the post of Diocesan 
Bishop upon the retirement of the latter. 


Bishop Block, who has been Bishop of 
California since 1942, was elected Coad- 
jutor of the Diocese in 1938. He became 
Diocesan upon the retirement of Bishop 
Edward L. Parsons. 


Bishop Shires, who is Suffragan Bishop 
of the Diocese, was elected to that post 
in 1950. He had formerly been Dean of 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 


In the American Episcopal Church, 
Bishops are elected by action of the Dio- 
cesan Convention, voting by orders. The 
winning candidate must have a majority 
of both lay and clerical votes. The election 
may be held cither at the regular annual 
convention, or a special convention may 
be called for the purpose. Bishop Block's 
request that the election take place at the 
annual convention would eliminate the 
necessity for a special convention. 


In acting upon the Bishop's request, 
the convention moved to request the 
standing committee of the diocese to ap- 
point a nominating committee, which 
will in turn present the names of can- 
didates to the convention itself. There 
will also be an opportunity at the con- 
vention for nominations to be made from 
the floor. Any Priest of the church is 
eligible for nomination, as are the Bishops 
of missionary districts, and the suffragan

bishops of the Dioceses. Diocesan Bishops 
and Bishops Coadjutor may not be “trans- 
lated” to other dioceses. 


Election of a new Bishop Coadjutor in 
January would allow for his consecration 
in the spring of 1958, after the necessary 
consents from other dioceses have been 
obtained. In this way he would have a 
period of some six months before Bishop 
Block's retirement to acquaint himself 
with the diocese and to begin to make 
plans for his administration. Bishop 
Block pointed out that, in view of the 
complexity of operations within the dio- 
cese, such a period of time would be in- 
valuable to whoever is elected.

Kick-Off Dinner Opens Diocesan Fund Campaign 


To Improve, Expand Work at U.C., Stanford 


“If we had 1200 unattached Episco- 
palians in any town in the Diocese, the 
church would have begun work there 
long ago,” declared the Rev. Walter 
Williams, rector of St. Mark’s Church, 
Berkeley, speaking of the urgent need 
for increased church work on the college 
campuses. The Rev. Mr. Williams was one 
of several speakers addressing the “kick- 
off” dinner at the Fairmont hotel on 
February 18, as the Diocese prepared to 
raise $385,000 for college work. 


Bishop Block, acting as toastmaster at 
the dinner, which was attended by clergy 
and laymen interested in the church's 
work on the campus, spoke of the urgency 
of the appeal. “We have waited . . . per- 
haps too long already,” Bishop Block 
said, “to begin our ministry to these 
people who are in a real sense the future 
of our church.” 


In outlining the history of college work 
in the diocese, Bishop Shires spoke of 
former college workers and their accom- 
plishments. “Now, however,” he stated, 
“the need is greater than ever it was in 
the past. The Godless, materialistic em- 
phasis of so many college courses must 
be met by the clear witness of the Chris- 
tian Church.” 


Preliminary work for the fund cam- 
paign has been underway for several 
months, Bishop Block announced, and 
names of thousands of churchmen who 
are alumni of the two universities are 
now on hand. These people will be in- 
dividually contacted and asked to pledge 


their support to the program over a 
30-month period. 


The total goal of the campaign, Bishop 
Block said, is sufficient to build a Canter- 
bury House at the University of Califor- 
nia, where the students now meet in a 
small room in St. Mark’s parish hall, to 
complete work at the Canterbury house 
at Stanford University, and to staff the 
two institutions with full-time chaplains 
and college workers for a two-year period. 
It is hoped that, by the time this period 
is over, the work will be on a continuing 
financial basis. 


In developing the theme of the church’s 
mission to the college student, the Rev. 
Walter Williams pointed out that there 
are currently 1200 Episcopal students 
at the University of California, and slight- 
ly more than this at Stanford. “These are 
full-grown parishes and need full-time 
ministers for a unique and difficult job,” 
he said. “The Universities are full of 
people who are honest agnostics, because 
they have never had the Christian faith 
presented to them in an intelligent way,” 
he concluded.

Kick-Off Dinner Opens Diocesan Fund Campaign 
To Improve, Expand Work at U.C., Stanford 


“If we had 1200 unattached Episco- 
palians in any town in the Diocese, the 
church would have begun work there 
long ago,’ declared the Rev. Walter 
Williams, rector of St. Mark’s Church, 
Berkeley, speaking of the urgent need 
for increased church work on the college 
campuses. The Rev. Mr. Williams was one 
of several speakers addressing the “kick- 
off” dinner at the Fairmont hotel on 
February 18, as the Diocese prepared to 
raise $385,000 for college work. 


Bishop Block, acting as toastmaster at 
the dinner, which was attended by clergy 
and laymen interested in the church's 
work on the campus, spoke of the urgency 
of the appeal. “We have waited . . . per- 
haps too long already,’ Bishop Block 
said, “to begin our ministry to these 
people who are in a real sense the future 
of our church.” 


In outlining the history of college work 
in the diocese, Bishop Shires spoke of 
former college workers and their accom- 
plishments. “Now, however,” he stated, 
“the need is greater than ever it was in 
the past. The Godless, materialistic em- 
phasis of so many college courses must 
be met by the clear witness of the Chris- 
tian Church.” 


Preliminary work for the fund cam- 
paign has been underway for several 
months, Bishop Block announced, and 
names of thousands of churchmen who 
are alumni of the two universities are 
now on hand.

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Young ‘Archaeologist’ 
Details Findings 

The Old Testament city of Gibeon, 
unearthed in Jordan this past summer by 
American archaeologists, recently came 
in dramatic fashion to the attention of 
worshippers at the family service of St. 
Alban’s Church, Albany. 

David Johnson, 13 year old son of the 
Rev. Dr. & Mrs. Sherman E. Johnson, who 
had accompanied his parents on the ex- 
pedition, addressed the congregation. He 
answered questions put to him by the 

rector, the Rev. John Hathaway Black- 
didge. 

During the summer David lived with 
his parents in Jerusalem. “A number of 
times I rode with them in a jeep to the 
site of the ‘dig,’” he said. This was lo- 
cated at the Arab village of El-Jib, eight 
miles north of Jerusalem. David watched 
the archaeologists and the native work- 
men toiling in the sun. “When it got too 


hot,” he said, “I could go into the tunnel 
and cool off.” 


This tunnel, 170 feet in length, was 
mostly cut through solid rock and was 
built to give protected access to a spring 
so that the residents of Gibeon could 
always have a water supply safe from 
capture, even if besieged by enemies. 

Other major finds were the large pool, 
inside the wall, probably used for storage 
and holding possibly 200,000 gallons of 
water, and the jar handles. “These jar 
handles,” said David, “with the name 
‘Gibeon’ scratched into them in ancient 
Hebrew script, served to indentify the 
place as the Gibeon of Bible times.” 


At the dig David met and talked with 
Arab children. “Yes, they speak English,” 
he said. 

During the time that he spent in Jer- 
usalem David wandered freely about his 
section of the city. “Nobody bothered me; 
I could take pictures whenever I wanted 
to and I could talk with the people, most 
of whom spoke English.” 


When asked by the rector of St. 
Alban’s: “Were you near any of the fight- 
ing?” he replied: “Well, we could hear 
shooting going on.” The expedition left 
Jordan for the United States before the 
recent large-scale outbreak of hostilities 
there. 

Asked if he might become an ar- 
chaeologist the junior-high school pupil 
replied: “I think that I might become an 
architect.” 

David's father is the dean of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific in Berkeley. 
His mother is also on the faculty there.

Dedication Services Held in Sunnyale 
Open New Parish Hall for St. Thomas’ 


Traditional service of dedication, be- 
ginning with the symbolic knocking for 
admission at the Church door by Bishop 
Karl Morgan Block, was held at St. 
Thomas’ Mission, Sunnyvale on Saturday 
morning, February 16. The mission has 
recently completed construction of a new 
parish hall and classroom unit, which will 
serve as a church until the actual church 
building can be erected nearby. 


St. Thomas’, which was established in 
1911, has had the services of a resident 
vicar only since 1951. First vicar of the 
Church was the Rev. Kenneth C. Eade, 
now dean of St. Paul’s School in Po- 
mona. The Rev. Richard Byfield became 
Vicar in 1953, and has served in that 
capacity until this month, when he re- 
signed to become executive secretary of 
the departments of Christian Education 
and Promotion of the Diocese of Califor- 
nia. The Rev. Mr. Byfield held his last 
service as vicar of St. Thomas’ on the day 
following dedication of the new building. 


Built at a cost of $100,000, the new 
unit contains a parish hall seating 300 
people, and seven classrooms, together 
with office, guild room and kitchen. Arch- 
itects were Higgins and Root of San 
Jose. Set in one of the most rapidly- 
growing areas of the Diocese, St. Thomas’ 
now numbers nearly 250 member families, 
as compared to only 100 at the beginning 


of the building program two years ago. 
Central feature of the church’s life has 
been the family service, which boasts a 
parents’ class of nearly 100 members. 
Russell A. Potts has been warden of the 
mission throughout the building program. 


Clergy taking part in the dedication 
included the Rev. Mr. Eade, the former 
vicar; the Rev. Allan G. McMahan, the 
mission's newly-appointed vicar; the Rev. 
Dwight W. Edwards of Mountain View; 
the Rev. David Hill of Seaside; the Rev. 
Allen Downey of Westlake; and the Rev. 
Oscar Green of Palo Alto. First services 
in the new building were held the follow- 
ing day, with celebration of the Holy 
Communion as the congregation’s first act 
of worship. 


Death Takes Miss Swayne 


Greatly-felt loss to the congregation of 
Christ Church, Alameda, was the recent 
death of Miss Helen Swayne, long time 
communicant, church school teacher, and 
altar guild member. She has been instru- 
mental in the organization of the Parish 
Workers, the working guild of the women 
of the parish, and for many years served 
as its president. Her work in the church 
school and in other departments of the 
church was outstanding, and will be long 
remembered. 


Mrs. Farmer Named 
Auxiliary President 


Reeiection of Mrs. Milton T. Farmer 
to the presidency, and addresses by Bishop 
Block and the Rev. Richard Byfield, were 
highlights of the 77th annual meeting of 
the Women’s Auxiliary of the Diocese of 
California. The meeting was held at 
Grace Cathedral on Jan. 31, with more 
than 600 women present. 


Bishop Block, speaking at the close 
of the service of Holy Communion, said, 
“The reason for identification with Christ 
in the service of Holy Communion is not 
for selfish possession, but so that we 
might share with others.” So long as the 
Woman's Auxiliary maintains at its center 
a deep and abiding spirit of sharing, its 
reason for being will be preserved, the 


Bishop added. “When we go through ° 


dry places, we dig a well, not only to re- 
vive ourselves, but that those who come 
after may receive the living water .. . the 
only way out of the valley of sorrow and 
trouble is not to go around it, but to go 
through it. In so doing we become a 


source of strength to others,’ he con- 
cluded. 


The Rev. Mr. Byfield spoke in the after- 
noon on the church's place in the re- 
habilitation of the alcoholic. He told of 
plans in the Diocese for the establish- 
ment of a “halfway house” where alco- 
holics on the road to recovery may stay 
temporarily, surrounded with understand- 
ing and ready aid. 


“No one understands better than the al- 
colhic that salvation is not a one-time 
thing,” Mr. Byfield pointed out. “The al- 
coholic thoroughly understands the-Gospel 
hymn, ‘My Soul, be on thy guard.” Mr. 
Byfield said that the problems of the 
alcoholic should not be separated from 
all the other problems of man.

In New Homeland 


Two Chinese families, planning to start 
life anew in America, and brouglit here 
under the sponsorship of the Episcopal 
Church, landed in San Francisco on Sun- 
day, February 18, on the President Wilson. 
They were Dr. and Mrs. James K. C. Juan 
and family, sponsored by the Department 
of Christian Social Relations, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Wellington Hsie and family, spon- 
sored by Holy Innocents’ Parish, San 
Francisco. 


Dr. Juan, who has most recently been 


the principal of the YMCA college in 


Hong Kong, was formerly in the ministry 
of education in the Chiang Kai-Shek 
government. Mrs. Juan was dean of 


women at Chung Chi college, Hong Kong. 
She was one of the first students of the 
Sisters of the Tranfiguration, when they 
first began their teaching work in China. 
The Juans were accompanied to the 
United States by three children. The 
family has two other children who were 
already in this country. 


Wellington Hsie was formerly manager 
of a large Hong Kong bank, who saw his 
business slowly taken over by the Com- 
munists. The Reds first gained control of 
the main office of the bank in Shanghai, 
and then began on the branches, he said. 
“I didn’t want to work for the Commun- 
ists. I chose freedom and, democracy.” 
The Hsies have five children, two of 
whom accompanied them on the voyage 
here. Two other children were already 
in college in the U.S., and one married 
daughter is with her husband, an Ameri- 
can Air Force officer stationed in Japan. 


Both families plan to make their homes 
in the Bay Area, until they find employ- 
ment here. 


New Convocation Formed 


A new Convocation, to be called the 
Convocation of Marin, and to include all 
of the churches in Marin county, was 
formed by action of the Diocesan Con- 
vention in January. The churches which 
will form the new convocation were form- 
erly part of the Convocation of San Fran- 
cisco. Proponents of the new convocation 
cited geographical distance and a differ- 
ence in interests as the chief reasons for 
the change. The new convocation is the 
second such convocation to be formed this 
way in recent years.

Bishop Block Addresses Periodical Club

“The informed churchman is the secure 
churchman”. Bishop Block was speaking 
not of being secure from any of the fears 
and phobias of the day, but in the sense 
of securing a boat, of making it fast, so 
that it will not slip away and wander 
aimlessly. He was asking the Church 
Periodical Club to give literature racks 
and pamphlets to new missions so that 
mew or prospective Episcopalians might 
become informed churchmen, and there- 
fore secure churchmen, not wandering 
aimlessly from church to church. He spoke 
at the quarterly meeting January 16 at 
St. John’s, Oakland. 

Bishop Block suggested that a Semin- 
arian Book Fund be established so that 
every ordinand of this diocese might re- 
ceive books, for his own library. His 
other recommendation was that the CPC 
encourage individuals to give money for 


the Lending Library of the School of the 
Prophets. The Lending Library could 
help with the dissemination of informa- 
tion to clergymen throughout the prov- 
ince, provided there is a steady flow of 
new books into the library, the Bishop 
said. 

Mrs. Paul Reed, diocesan Executive 
Secretary of CPC, announced that a Sem- 
inarian Book Fund had already been set 
up and was ready to receive funds so ear- 
marked. She reported also that $45.00 
was in hand for the School of the Prophets 
Lending Library, and mentioned that 
Canon Montizambert has a list of books 
which are needed immediately. She point- 
ed out that such funds received by Parish 
CPC secretaries would be sent to the 
diocesan Woman's Auxiliary treasurer 


who will transmit checks to the proper 
fund. 


Dr. C. E. H. Bates Honored at St. Luke’s Hospital 


At the Christmas meeting of the staff 
of St. Luke’s Hospital, Dr. Charles Ed- 
watd H. Bates was presented with a cer- 
tificate of affection and appreciation for 
his long service at St. Luke’s Hospital. 
For twenty-six years Dr. Bates has been 
serving unselfishly in the clinic of the 
Hospital and for most of this period has 
been Chief of the Eye, Ear, Nose and 
Throat Department. He has given unself- 
ishly of his time, devoting at least two or 
three mornings a week seeing patients, 
operating at night and teaching both nurs- 
es and internes during this period. Dr. 
Bates felt compelled to resign, not from 
the staff of the Hospital, but from his po- 


sition as head of the Eye, Ear, Nose and 
Throat Department at the clinic. 

Dr. Bates is an Episcopalian and his 
service has been motivated by his loyalty 
to Christ and the Church. He is a veteran 
of the first World War, during which he 
was invested with the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross for valor in action, and the 
Croix de Guerre with palms.

CONVENTION ATTENDANCE 


The tremendous growth of the Diocese 
was cogently revealed in the attendance 
at the Convention. It will not be long be- 
fore the entire nave of the Cathedral will 
be needed to house the delgates. We were 
happy indeed to welcome St. John’s, Oak- 
land and St. Stephen’s, Orinda into full 
parochial fellowship. Both of these were 
established as new missions only five or 
Six years ago. It is a great personal sat- 
isfaction to me now also that we can have 
two women delgates from the larger 
parishes and that we have continued a 
tradition, recently established, of having 
a woman elected to membership on the 
Standing Committee - Mrs. Harold Sorg, 
a worthy successor of Mrs. Norman Liver- 
more. I am happy to salute the new Con- 
vocation of Marin. The Convocational 
system is a happy and useful fragmenta- 
tion of the Diocese. Just as a plant so 
often improves its life and usefulness by 
having its roots separated, so the sub- 
divisions of Diocesan life geographically, 
tend to develop and intensify the Church's 
life in these areas far more than is pos- 
sible over an area three hundred miles in 
length. The Convocations are properly 
charged with a special interest in de- 
veloping the Church within their own jur- 
isdictions, and we have had a rich vindica- 
tion of this procedure through the estab- 
lishment of the Convocation of San Luis 
Obispo. I feel confident the same will be 
true in our setting up the new Convoca- 
tion of Marin. Population trends demand 
evangelical dedication of an unusual type 
in more restricted areas than the former 
subdivisions of the Diocese could easily 
make possible. 


TRUST OFFICERS MEET 


We are again under deep obligation to 
Mr. Marshall Madison who thoughtfully 
and generously gave a luncheon in the 
Pacific Union Club for nearly fifty trust 
officers of local banks. The purpose of 
this meeting was to aquaint them with 
the needs of the Diocese of California 
and its institutions so that they would 
be better able to advise clients belonging 
to the Episcopal Church, or other inter- 
ested persons, as to how they can make 
gifts or bequests for the maintenance and 
extension of the religious service of Dio- 
cese, Cathedral, and Institutions. One 
muses hopefully on what might be done to 
evangelize the great number of spiritual 
wayfarers now establishing their homes 
in northern California, if we can have 
some such financial assistance as is now 
being given by devoted churchmen to 
hospitals and universities. Grateful as we 
are for these outstanding gifts, we hope

and pray that the relevance of the Church 
as the motive power of most charitable 


gifts and bequests, will be recognized and 


sustained by similar benefactions. 


Perhaps most important in this report 
is our deep concern for the support of our 
contemporary efforts to establish the 
Church firmly on the campuses of the 
University of California and Stanford. 
The dinner at the Fairmont Hotel was 
sucessful except for our inability to se- 
cure the attendance for which we had 
planned. We shall need very substantial 
gifts to reach our goal of $385,000.00. 
Those outside of our Diocesan area will 
be affected in their giving by what local 
churchmen, alumni and alumnae and 
and their friends are doing in the cam- 
paign for the Church’s work in these two 
great schools. We have, in effect, what 
amounts to two large parishes of students 
who merit the Church’s investment in 
suitable quarters, and what is more im- 
portant, proper pastoral oversight and care. 
This the local parishes cannot give. 
Potentially, the richest dividends the 
Church can secure, other things being 
equal, are those which come from the 
college campus. Help us, therefore, to pro- 
vide an effective and dedicated ministry 
for our boys and girls at our two great 
universities in the Diocese. 


DEDICATIONS HELD 


I must not fail to record the dedication 
of St. Thomas’ Church-Parish House at 
Sunnyvale. This is another similarly at- 
tractive building designed by the firm of 
Higgins & Root. It lends itself admirably 
to excellent use functionally while it pro- 
vides with its equipment a fine sense of 
dignity and reverence. 


As we go to press, two final events 
need to be mentioned, albeit briefly. We 


dedicated the new and impressive church 


of All Souls’, Berkeley, on February 23 
with its ample accommodations for wor- 
ship at the upper level and for religious 
education in the undercroft. It is fascin- 
ating to see churches in the modern idiom 
replacing well known but outmoded 
structures with which we have long been 
familiar. The next day I laid the corner- 
stone of the new St. Peter’s in Oakland. 
This, too, is a most impressive structure 
of contemporary architecture. Although 
unfurnished except for the striking marble 
Altar with its highly artistic service 
lights, one could not fail to anticipate 
what may be expected of this new shrine 
when it is entirely completed. Even a 
gentle rain could not dampen the ardor 
of all the participants in a simple but 
deeply moving service. I wish time and

The 
Bishop’s address admirably painted the 
picture of the work of the Diocese on the 
missionary and all other fronts, and called 
a Convention for a year from now to elect 
a Bishop Coadjutor. The annual dinner, 
with the Bishop as toastmaster and Dr. 
James Pritchard and Mrs. Sherman John- 
son of the Church Divinity School, and 
Assemblyman John Busterud, vestryman 
of St. James’ Church, San Francisco, as 
speakers, was one of the best we have ever 
had.

“The informed churchman is the secure 
churchman”. Bishop Block was speaking 
not of being secure from any of the fears 
and phobias of the day, but in the sense 
of securing a boat, of making it fast, so 
that it will not slip away and wander 
aimlessly. He was asking the Church 
Periodical Club to give literature racks 
and pamphlets to new missions so that 
new of prospective Episcopalians might 
become informed churchmen, and there- 
fore secure churchmen, not wandering 
aimlessly from church to church. He spoke 
at the quarterly meeting January 16 at 
St. John’s, Oakland. 

Bishop Block suggested that a Semin- 
atian Book Fund be established so that 
every ordinand of this diocese might re- 
ceive books, for his own library. His 
other recommendation was that the CPC 
encourage individuals to give money for 


the Lending Library of the School of the 
Prophets. The Lending Library could 
help with the dissemination of informa- 
tion to clergymen throughout the prov- 
ince, provided there is a steady flow of 
new books into the library, the Bishop 
said.

Dr. C. E. H. Bates Honored at St. Luke’s Hospital

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CONVENTION ATTENDANCE

Just as a plant so 
often improves its life and usefulness by 
having its roots separated, so the sub- 
divisions of Diocesan life geographically, 
tend to develop and intensify the Church’s 
life in these areas far more than is pos- 
sible over an area three hundred miles in 
length. The Convocations are properly 
charged with a special interest in de- 
veloping the Church within their own jur- 
isdictions, and we have had a rich vindica- 
tion of this procedure through the estab- 
lishment of the Convocation of San Luis 
Obispo. I feel confident the same will be 
true in our setting up the new Convoca- 
tion of Marin. Population trends demand 
evangelical dedication of an unusual type 
in more restricted areas than the former 
subdivisions of the Diocese could easily 
make _ possible. 


TRUST OFFICERS MEET 


We are again under deep obligation to 
Mr. Marshall Madison who thoughtfully 
and generously gave a luncheon in the 
Pacific Union Club for nearly fifty trust 
officers of local banks.

cese, Cathedral, and Institutions. One 
muses hopefully on what might be done to 
evangelize the great number of spiritual 
wayfarers now establishing their homes 
in northern California, if we can have 
some such financial assistance as is now 
being given by devoted churchmen to 
hospitals and universities.

The dinner at the Fairmont Hotel was 
sucessful except for our inability to se- 
cure the attendance for which we had 
planned. We shall need very substantial 
gifts to reach our goal of $385,000.00. 
Those outside of our Diocesan area will 
be affected in their giving by what local 
churchmen, alumni and alumnae and 
and their friends are doing in the cam- 
paign for the Church’s work in these two 
great schools. We have, in effect, what 
amounts to two large parishes of students 
who merit the Church’s investment in 
suitable quarters, and what is more im- 
portant, proper pastoral oversight and care. 
This the local parishes cannot give. 
Potentially, the richest dividends the 
Church can secure, other things being 
equal, are those which come from the 
college campus. Help us, therefore, to pro- 
vide an effective and dedicated ministry 
for our boys and girls at our two great 
universities in the Diocese.

I must not fail to record the dedication 
of St. Thomas’ Church-Parish House at 
Sunnyvale. This is another similarly at- 
tractive building designed by the firm of 
Higgins & Root. It lends itself admirably 
to excellent use functionally while it pro- 
vides with its equipment a fine sense of 
dignity and reverence.
